In the case of clubs the board has 
gone farther; not only are sales of liquor 
banned but also members are prohibited 
from drinking anything intoxicating on 
the premises—premises which are in 
effect an extension of their own homes 
and are not open to the public 

It may not do anyone any harm to have 
the “tap cut” on the Monday, but that's 
beside the paint. The only day with any 
sacred significance is December 25. The 
next day is the traditional Boxing Day, 
whatever else may be done with it for 
publie—holiday_purposes, Because those 
in authority appear to be under the 
{llusion that December 26 has acquired the 
religious importance of Christmas Day 
members of private clubs and the many 
Canadian Legion branches are not to he 
allowed to fraternize over a seasonal glass 


in-their own quarters, 
silly 

It is an interference with private privi- 
leges and a source of much annoyance and 
inconvenience. Some of the elubs have 
followed a practice- for many years of 
holding-formal or informal receptions on 
Roxing Day, which is a comman custom 
all over the Christian world. Al! those 
plans must now be changed because an 
officious board has misunderstood the 
meaning of the holiday 

In-this ruling the board is not even 
consistent, January 2 also is a transferred 
holiday, due to New Year's Day falling on 
Sundav: vet all liquor. outlets will be 
allowed to dpen, which- further demon- 
strates the absurdity of the Boxing Day 
closure 

One of the board’s stated reasons for 
closing licensed premises on Boxing Day 
is that staffs should have a holiday. That 
is very considerate, but —_paternalism 
towards bar stewards and waiters is not 
nart of the board's business; questions on 
that score belong in another government 
department altogether. Anyway, how does 
the LCB know that some of them would 
not prefer to work on Boxing Day for the 
extra pay and overtime?

A Playing Field, Not a Lawn 


HERE is little point in having a civic 

park if restrictions to use are 
pettifogging and pecuniary as to deny the 
fullest exploitation of its. purpose It 
would seem that Royal Athletic Patk 
comes under this category.
